From June 7 through Sept. 1, the 
8,000 square foot Wattis Hall will be 
transformed and filled with roaring, 
stomping, and very realistic dinosaurs. 
Young explorers become paleontolo- 
gists as they dig up and identify 
“bones” at the Academy’s Dinosaur Dig. 
Visitors are transported as they 
cross the plank-and-rope bridge into 
a major paleontology expedition. The 
gallery looks like an excavation-site- 
turned-Jurassic-flashback: seemingly 
live, animated dinosaurs are juxtaposed 
with real dinosaur fossils. More than 
ten of these enormous, robotic beasts 
provide a moving visual backdrop for 
a dynamic series of hands-on activities 
relating to the search, study and science 
of dinosaurs. Dinosaur highlights 
include a swooping Preronadon, a 
mother Maiasaura feeding her young-

The Big Dig 

The Dinosaur Dig recreates a real 

dig site. Visitors become dino detec- 
tives, ferreting out fossils and tracking | 
down clues to the sizes, shapes, and 
behavior of Earth’s great prehistoric 
land dwellers. Dig Boxes are scaled- 
down versions of the Dinosaur Dig 
site, so even the smallest explorers can 
participate. Other activities range in 
complexity from reconstructing a 3-D 
Stegasaurus in the Skeleton Studio, to 
creating a “fossil” of one’s hand at 
Leave a Trace. Dig Captains serve as 
guides to answer questions and facili- 
tate the learning process. Children are 
encouraged to wander as they wish, 
from casting dinosaur skulls to puzzling 
“bones” together on a velcro wall.

Each animated scene is based on 
scientific evidence of a given dinosaur’s 
behavior. Through the study of fossils, 
paleontologists have formulated theories 
about different dinosaur species. Clues 
like tooth shape and bone structure 
shed light, for example, on whether the 
dinosaur was a hunter or an herbivore.

BONOBO: THE FORGOTTEN APE 


raditional anthropological theories have 
presented humans as “killer apes” flour- 
ishing by means of aggression and vio- 
lence. Behavioral models such as baboons and 
chimpanzees support this viewpoint, but the 
bonobo, one of the last large mammals discovered 
by science, is raising questions all over the previ- 
ously accepted evolutionary map of our species. 

Frans B. M. de Waal, C. H. Candler Professor 
of Primate Behavior and author of Chimpanzee 
Politics and Peacemaking Among Primates, has 
been studying the bonobo since the mid-1980s.

CROSSING THE COASTAL RANGE 


If you have a sense of adventure and have wondered about the mountains 
that dominate the skyline west of Interstate 5, this car-camping trip could 
be for you. The name Mendocino County conjures visions of quaint seaside 
towns, B & B’s, galleries and crashing surf on rocky headlands, but there is 
much more to explore. After meeting at Elk Creek, we'll travel past chap- 
paral hillsides up to firs and pines at 6,000 feet, where we'll camp for two 
nights. Our hikes up Black Butte and Anthony Peak are only a couple of 
miles in length, but will be rewarded with views that stretch from the coast 
to Lassen, Shasta and the Sierra. On day three, we'll travel west past forks 
of the Eel River. Walks near our campsite at Russian Gulch State Park take 
us along a lush creek or over a seaside bluff to enjoy the sunset. At dinner 
we'll explore a different habitat, the streets of Mendocino, and enjoy some 
of its fare. On the last day the group will hike over aging marine terraces 
at the ecological staircase of Jug Handle Preserve. Unique geological 
processes here have left a fantastic botanical diversity. Expansive views of 
the ocean make for a wonderful summary to the journey.
